Over since the discovery of South 
| America the great Andean chain of 
mountains, which runs from end to 
lend of the continent, has formed a 
formidable barrier to intercourse be- 
tween the nations inhabiting it. Iu- 
deed, it has actually been simpler for 
|people living in the Argentine to 
make long sea voytges in- order to 
reach their ne‘ghbors in Chile rather 
|than attempt to cross the natural 
‘frontier dividing them. But the proud 
| Andes have now been subdued by <he 
{burrowing thrcugh of a tunnel, the 
loftiest (of any considerable length) 
in the world. This is to be found on 
jthe Transandine Railway, which runs 
froy Buenos Ayres on the Atlantic to 
| Valparaiso on the Pacific, a distance 
‘of 8888 miles. In ascending the Andes 
;the track follows more or less closely 
;the old Andean trail till it reaches 
the foot cf the Cumbre Pass. Here, 
at an altitude of 10,500 feet above the 


ssea level, the summit of the mighty 


range of mountains is pierced by a 
‘tunnel just over two miles in length.

The Wripping of Children

an omphatic ‘No,’ despite the declar- 
ation of the wisest of men that to 
spare the rod is to spoil the child. 

The humane educators fail to ece 
that to be freo with the rod is to bet- 
ter the child. They have much to 
back up thir view. It is curious that 
the punisnment which we adminster na 
adults only for the most degraded % 
hideous of crimes is the eS event 
which ii a majority of homes ifs in- 
flicted upon the children. 

A revulsion of feeling arises every 
time we hear cf a man being whipped. 
Nothing is regarded as more degrad- 
ing. We even have a plrase to ex- 
press shame when we describe a man 
as a “whipped dog.” Are children 
proof ngainst che degradation that 
comes to the adult who is so punteh- 
ed? It does not appear so. 

Whipping is destructive of self-re- 
spect, both to man and child, It pro- 
vokes bitterness, iatred and even re- 
venge--in child ag in adult. It tands 
to produce a warping of character. 
The parental control that is wise and 
good will cultivate self-respect as well 
as respect for elders. Where there is 
that kind of parental influence the bar. 
barism of the whip is not needed to 
bring up the child in the way it 
should go.—-Loadon Free Press.

Bulletin No. 21, issued by Dairy and Food Bureau of the State of 


Utah, reads as follows :— 


“The sale in the State of Utah of baking powders containing 


minute quantities of dried egg (albumen) is declared illegal. 


The 


albumen in these baking powders does not actually increase the 
leavening power of the powder, but by a series of unfair and deceptive 
tests such powders are made to appear to the innocent consumer to 
possess three or four times their actual leavening power,"

FOR TOWN BETTERMENT 


Practical Suggestion for Improved 
Social Conditions in Town 

H and Country 

In the city there are societics of all 
(kinds for civic improvement—city 
\planning associations, city clubs, soc- 
jal servee leagues, health societies— 
the list grows longer every day. But 
What about the country town? Does 
it need nothing? Is life in the coun- 
try town or \‘llage so near perfection 
j that no improyemént can take place? 
| Yet we rarely hear this matter dis- 
}cussed. Hither we have grown ac- 
‘customed to things as they are or 
have-been discouraged at repeated fai.- 
ures. Only a fe days ago a country 
|}school teacher wrote me with a view 
| to coming to the city so that he might 
{find a field jor community work. His 
‘eyes had apparently not been opened 
lto the great needs and wonderful op- 
| portunities for social service that Were 
jall about him in his own little town 

For his benefit and for that of hun. 
dreds of )thergs like him, let me qnote 
'a few paragraphs from an article by 
{F. M. Hansen o: Des Moines: 


| “Business jealousies, social jealous: | 


ties, and misucderstandings are of fre- 
‘quent occurrence and assume large 
{proportions in town life. In some 
/towns certain social, lodge or church 
!groups make for very distinct sets or 
cliques. All this calls for a getting 
together for mutual helpfulness to un: 
{derstand each other and to realize 
jthat it’s all one big family with a 
common interest. Events which are 
community-wide in their nature, such 
as banquets, receptions, play events, 
ete, may wer be planned with the 
idea in mind of doing what bas just 
been suggested above. If even all the 
men of a town would meet once a 
month or £0 and discuss the commun- 
ity problems and mix socially it would 
be worth while. In one town a com- 
mercial club has done with geod re- 
sults just this very thing. The writer 
'has always said that if some industry 
{could be devised to make use of she 
'winter months of idleness of many 
mer in small towns it would” be a 
|blessing not only to the men but to 
{the community. There is a great 
economic waste here. F 

The public health is a thing of vital 
‘concern in each town, and yet how hit- 
tle real attention is given to it. A sur- 
vey of almost any small town would 
reveal some startling facts as to the 
‘conditions endangering health. No 
| more practical thing could*be done 
; than to make a health survey of a 
community and then take action. 

A town clean-up day has been one 
fof the first things thought of in town 
betterment te safeguard health and to 
beautify the town. There is an aburd- 
jance of literature on the preservation 
lof health which can be made use <f 
in such campaigus. 
| The educational interests of a com- 
munity can be helped by any group 
with real community vision. Are the 
public schools ‘he best? Is the build- 
‘ing the best?’ Are the courses what 
they should be? These and many oth- 
lerg Would be practical questions to get 
{concerned about and interested in. In 
one case a small club ef men kept con- 
dinually at it-tili they got a new school 
| building. Then there is need of such 
/ supplementary eductaional work in a 
!community as can be gotten through 
}lectures, iibraries, reading clubs, agri. 
cultural short courses. 

The town school houses might well 
}be made use of literary events de- 
bates, discussions, ete., which are of 
communit:-wide interest. In, one 
community the school building is used 
often for debates which pack the larg- 
est room 

Proper recreation and entertainment 
for the people of a community is no 
smal] factor ip making for character 
and contentment as well as commun- 
ity pride. Some organizations should 
take a hand in secing that public re- 
lereation is properly directed. Wlo 
runs the town ball ream and does it 
respect honor, rvuth and the Sabbath? 
Is the team out to win at any price, 
thus giving the town a bad name, and 
ruining some characters? And if che 
team is al] right, is it getting the sup- 
port it should get? Are the boys and 
| girls being given a chance a play and 
‘ig jt under the proper supervision? 

The qnestion of public morals, law 
enforcement and things along this line 
should not escape the programme mak- 
er for town betterment. The proper 
surroundings for boys and girls is of 
the most importance to any communh- 
ity. What are their ideals? Are the 
homes, the schools and the churches 
giving them what they need to make 
worth while characters? Are fathers 
taking an interest in the boys? The 
promotion of education as to the pro- 
|per handling of and the importance 
of young people through institutes, lit- 
erature, father and son banquets, spec- 
fal addresses by experts in churches, 
are means cf emphasiz'ng the need of 
action along this line A special study

LONDON TIMES CORRESPONDENT 
GIVES A VIVID PICTURE, 


General on Trial Says He Could Not 
Fight Rebels In the Open Be- 
cause of He Let His Soldiers Sc it. 
ter They Would Desert—Officers 
Would Be Shot Down by Lhe'r 
Own Men, 


A timely and gripping book, ‘The 
Real Mexico," has just been written 


by H, Hamilton Fyfe, the special cor- | 


respondent for The London Tim A 
chapter devoted to the federalist 
army has a particular interest at this 
time, Among other things, Mr, Fyfe 
Says: ‘ 

“Torreon, the prosperous centre of 
the cotton-growing distriet, was tak- 
en by the revolutionaries in Septem- 


ber. After denying for a week that 
it had fallen the War Office admitted 
the truth, but said that it would be 


retaken in a few days. For a month 
or so nothing happened, Then it was 
announced that a blow would be

“The best generals would find it 
hard to do anything with sueh an 
army as this until tney had diseiplin- 
ed it and discovered a certain num- 
ber of men whom they could trust, 


Mexiean generals have unfortunately 


very little talent for war, and they 
make, as a rule, no attempt to ‘lick 
their men into shape.’ Officers in 
command are to our minds ineredibly 
slack. Ata small battle in the State 
of Morelos the Federals by use of 
machine guns foreed the rebels to 
retire, The nature of the country 


made it easy for their retreat to be 
eut off. But the Federal colonel look- 
ed at his watch, ‘It is time for din- 
ner,’ he said and told his bugler to 
sound the ‘Cease fire.’ The rebels lel- 
surely went away. 

“That kind of incident, which hap- 
nens daily, helps to keep current the 
belief that Federal officers do not 
wish to bring the war to an end. They 
do not take soldiering seriously, 

“The Mexican army has no army 
service corps, no medical department 
to speak of, It carries no camp 
equipment, no supplies. Watch a field 
force break camp at dawn. First 
there go pattering off a horde of 
women laden with pots and pans, 
blankets, sometimes babies, These 
are the soldaderas, the camp follow- 
ers, the commissariat of the force. 
That they move as quickly as they 
do is a miracle. Whatever the day’s 
march may be, they are always on 
the camping ground before the men 
arrive, They rig up shelters, they 
cook tortillas and frijoles (maize 
sakes and beans), they make coffee. 
You see them mending their hus- 
bands’ coats, washing their shirts, 
roughly tending flesh wounds. With- 
out these soldaderas the army could 
not move, While President Huerta 
was seizing hundreds of men by night 
in Mexico City and other cities in or- 
de, to swell his forces to 100,000 °he 
also had women ‘pressed’ to go with 
the new soldiers and take care of 
them, Criadas (maidservants) were 
positively afraid to be out after dark. 


“The diffeulty of an invasion 
would lie in suppressing guerrilla 


warfare among the mountains, in the 
jungles, wherever the country offered 
good cover for ‘sniping’ and sudden 
attacks upon small detachments. It 
would be necessary to put in force a 
measure like the crimes act in Land 
League Ireland, which would make 
it a serious and if ecessary a capital 
offense to possess arms.” 

Mr. Fyfe attributes Mexico's trou- 
bles largely to the rise of a middle 
class where before there were only 
he upper and “‘peon” classes. This 
new group foments discontent in the 
breast of the ‘peon” against those to 
whom his fatuers had been accustom- 
ed to bow meekly ever since the 
Spanish conquest, 

..$ to the future, he sums up as fol- 
lows: 

“Madero was an accident, It is un- 
likely that the Mexican people will 
be deceived again in the same way, 
But the man who Is to rule Mexico 
successfully must have something of 
Madero's good will and sympathy, as 
well as a great deal of Don Portirio’s 
ruthlessness and strength.”
